Big Goat Dairy 
Buys New Stock 
To Add to Herd 


owe we me eee ee ee 


Ninety-three blooded dairy goats 
from a ranch owned by the University 
f Arizona will be added to the large 
te of the Georgia Goat Ranch, 
Inc., near Atlanta, within the next 


few days, J. F. Hazelton, president of 
the organif&ttion, told The Constitu- 
tion Tuesday. Later on, according to 
Mr. Hazelton, the gerd will be in- 
creased considerably and within a few 
months we expect to be supplying 
the demand for goats’ milk in north 
Georgia. 

The decision to increase the num- 
ber of goats at the ranch was made 
when the urgent demand for the 
ensily digested gvat’s milk became 
so great that the present herd could 
not meet the demands. Doctors say 
that the milk of the goat can be di- 
gested by the normal stomach in one- 
half hour, while it takes about nine 
times as long to digest cow's milk. 
Many Atlanta physicians are recom- 
mending the milk for delicate chil- 
dren, especially babies. It is also used 
by tubercular patients. Its nutritive 
value is said to be as great as that 
of cow's milk, 

R. L. Tribble, vice president, stated 
that aside from the fact ‘that the or- 
ganization is a great commercial en- 
terprise, it is recognized as being one 
of the most useful in this section of 
the country in contributions for me- 
dicinal purposes. It is the plan of the 
managers of the ranch to add poul- 
try, rabbits and other palatable meats 
for use in the sick room. 

The ranch is located on the Powers 
Ferry road near the bridge, and has 
1,000 acres of the best ranch land ir 
the entire state, Mr. Hazelton, presi- 
dent of the company and manager of 
the ranch, stated. 

With the addition of the 93 goats 
the organization contemplates 
moving here from Arizona, the de- 
mands of Atlanta’s sick for goat milk 
can he met. 

“We want to he able to help those in 
Atlanta and the vicinity who need 
goat milk.” stated the manager of the 
ranch. “The increase will be made 
solely with that in view.”

| Germany is prosperous. The Ger- 
man people are living normally. Ger-

back from Europe by Louis J. Dinkler. 
president of the Dink'er hotel interests,

cluded Germany, Austria, Italy, 
France, Belgium and other cuuntries 
of the war-séricken area. 

Mr. Dinkler expressed surprise at 
the apparently normal conditions that

rioting, due to lack of food and other 
necessities of life. 

In the larger cities of Germany and 
Austria little evidence of the gigantic 
struggle for world domination that 
flared forth five vears ago from these 
two nations ig recognizable, accordin: 
to Mr. Dinkler. In Berlin and Vienna 
capitals of these two emp'res, basi- 
ness conditions are actual'y at penk, 
he stated, and the gold mark has de 
precinted but verr little. 

“The hotels tn Bertin certainly have 
American prices,” asserted Mr. Dink- 
ler. “During my sojourn there it cost 
me approximately S14 per day in 
Amer'can money for a room and meals.

A GIFT TO GOD. 
The gift of $100,000 to Mercer 


university by Frank S. Etheridge, of 


Atlanta, is more than a princely 


donation to a great institution. 

It is the establishment of a per- 
petual educational service to am- 
bitious and worthy young men 
that will grow in its usefulness as 
the years pass, and in that respect 

ill become an educational fountain 


50 of always increasing force. 


That Mr. Etheridge should have 
dedicated this foundation to God, 
as an appreciation of His blessings, 
is peculiarly fittirg, for. sin and 
wickedness thrive on ignorance, and 
as education builds character, so 
does character trace the paths of 
godt citizenship, and good citizen- 
ship rests upon obedience to the 
laws of God end country. 

In providing for the education of 
worthy young men through finan- 
cial accommodations rather than 
through charity the keystone of in- 
dividual responsibility is placed, for 
it encourages at the very threshold 


so essential in the moulding of good 
and useful men. 

Mr. Etheridge’s donation to Mer- 
cer is segregated into two funds, 
one of $25,000 for disbursement by 
the trustees as the needs of the in- 
titution may demard, and the other 


of $75,000, to become a revolving 


endowment, the proceeds from 
which shall be loaned to young men 
of worth, who are without funds, 
for their education. 

These loans are to be paid back 
by the borrowers when they have 
finished college, and placed upon 
their own earning ‘responsibilities. 

These funds from the loans as col- 
lected, become part of the corpus, 
thus increasing the fund, and auto- 
matically increasing the available 
total income for new student loans 
from year to year. 

By this revolving process the 
Service beccmes larger as iime 
passes, and the philanthropy  be- 
comes of wider scope and force. 
In 1882 the late United States 
Senator Joseph E. Brown left a fund 
of $50,000 to the University of 
Georgia, the same to serve as a re- 
volving endowment on precisely the 
same basis as that chosen by Mr. 
Etheridge. Hundreds of young men 
have been educated through this 
fund, and in the forty years ot 
growth, serving the most appealing 
of all philanthropies, the fund today, 
inviolate and with its enormously 
increased usefulness, amounts to al- 
most $500,000, or ten times the 
Original foundation. 

It will be recalled that a similar 
fund was given to Emory university 
by Louis H. Beck, of Atlanta, and 
that foundation is educating worthy 
young men each year, and automati- 
cally increasing its usefulness by its 
ever-increasing force.

the number of cases of alcoholism 
treated in the hospitals under the 
jurisdiction of Mr. Coler’s department, 
has steadily increased since 191%). 
Commissioner Coler declares that the 
cases of alcoholism are not only in- 
creasing in number, but they are more 
violent and deadly than heretofore. 
Then Dr. John F. Fitzgerald, general 
medical superintendent in Mr. Coler’s 
department, explains it all in this 
illuminating manner: 

“It is an indisputable fact that 
liquor now is easier to get and that 
it is of a much better quality than 
that obtainable heretofore since prohi- 
hition. This might argue against the 
theory that cases of alcoholism requir- 
ing hospital attention are on the in- 
crease, were it not also a fact that 
men drink more today than they did 
before prohibition. Perhaps the sum 


- total of their drinking is not as great 


as it was before prohibition, but they 
drink more at one time than they 
did.” 

In order to appreciate the logic of 

the foregoing remarks one would prob- 
ably have to fill up with some of the 
better quality bootliquor available in 
New York. ’ 
Then Dr. Fitzgerald points out with 
equal clarity the relation between al- 
coholism and drug addiction. He main- 
tains that a small number of addicts 
required treatment in the years when 
alcoholism was rampant; the number 
of addicts rapidly increased when 
prohibition set in and alcoholics were 
fewer in number. He thinks drug ad- 
diction is less prevalent when good 
liquor is readily obtainable, and he is 
of the opinion that people who drink 
will not resort to drugs so long as they 
are able to get good liquor. 

Many thousands of opium and mor- 
phine addicts cultivated the drug 
eraving via the liquor route. Most of 
the addicts a pbhyisician encounters 
from year to year are persons who 
began by secret tinpling or open drink- 
ing. Indeed, a favorite introduction 
to the opium habit is the use of cer- 
tain standard, familiar old “medi- 
cine” which contains just enough 
opinm and just enough alcohol to cre- 
ate an appetite for either or both: this 
medicine is today freely nurchasable 
by anybody withont restriction. 

The “better quality” liqvror which 
is so much easier to get in New York 
these days, according to the anthori- 
tative announcement of the depart- 
ment of public welfare, looks to me 
like a darn poor argument against 
prohibition, unless Mr. Coler and Dr. 
Fitzgerald believe that Sy gettin all 
ie men in the hospitals they will be 
ahle to impress upon the wives and 
children the iniquity of the eighteenth 
amendment.

The close was 101 to 120) 
points net higher on the day with 
the last sale of December at 335.48. 
December traded | as high as 33.65. 
March touched 33.75 and July 33.52. 
At the highest of the day July was | 
a little more than $8 a bale up. 

The interior was heavy buyer from 
the start and market comment was 
that spot interests also were heavy 
buyers of contracts. Realizing sales 
from the long side came on the mar- 
ket in great volume, but they did not 
supply the demand. On the opening 
prices were higher mainly because of 
an exceedingly strong Liverpool, but 
the later bulges were due to rumors | 
that private ginning reports indi- | 
cated a very small output to the first 
of November. 

The more 


bullish ginning -figures | 
received here came from Oklahoma, 
one telegrain stating that 168 gins | 
in 11 counties of that state had [ro- | 
duced thus far only 35,045 bales of | 
cotton against 170,567 to the same = 
time Jast season. In the early 
noon the market was held down by 
reports that much spot cotton was 
beine bought in thé interior on a ten- 
derable bas's, but a little later the 
tone was stronger than ever.
